“How Much?” Our first discus- 
sion centered about the'questions 
of how much additional revenue 
the State is likely to need in order 
to meed otir expenses. It was my 
feeling that the total need of the 
State’s general fund for additional 
revenues in the next 15 months 
would-be somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of $79 million. plus Civil 
Defense and fire losses. 

But some of the Legislators felt 
that the budget we presented for 
the 1951-1952 fiscal year was too 
low, and that we failed to include 
some prospective costs. These 
Legislators expressed doubt that 
we can get by on the amounts I 
requested. They seemed to feel 
that our actual expenses will be 
higher than my _ apropriation 
recommendations, and that we 
will therefore have a somewhat 
larger deficit to meet with new 
revenues. 

I admit that the budget I a 
will not be easy to operate the 
state government within the rigid 
htimits of economy which that b 
get would impose.
